INSTRUCTIONS  CONCERNING  MEAT  INSPECTION. 
Inspection  at  Establishments  of  Wholesalers,  Jobbers,  etc. 

[File  No.  14.] 

It  has  been  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Bureau  that  the  requirements  of  Regula- 
tion 1,  section  2,  and  Regulation  25,  section  10,  of  B.  A.  I.  Order  150,  are  not  fully 
understood.  Interested  parties  are  therefore  advised  that  Federal  inspection  is  nec- 
essary at  establishments  of  wholesale  grocers,  jobbers,  branch  houses  of  official  estab- 
lishments, or  others,  where  "U.  S.  inspected  and  passed''  meat  or  meat  food  products 
are  cured,  smoked,  or  otherwise  processed,  if  any  meat  food  product  whatsoever 
(whether  processed  or  not)  is  forwarded  in  interstate  trade  from  such  establishments. 
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Inspectors  in  charge  are  therefore  directed  to  make  a  thorough  investigation  of  the 
business  transacted  by  the  various  wholesale  dealers,  wholesale  grocers,  and  branch 
houses  under  their  jurisdiction  that  are  conducting  an  interstate  business  in  meat  and 
meat  food  products,  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  whether  the  above-mentioned 
regulations  are  being  fully  complied  with. 

Sausage  Containing  Cereal  or  Benzoate  of  Soda. 
[File  No.  11.] 

The  instructions  on  this  subject  in  Service  Announcements  for  July,  1909.  page  57, 
are  amended  as  follows : 

The  casings  of  sausage  containing  cereal  or  benzoate  of  soda,  which  are  of  such  size 
and  character  as  to  permit  such  marking,  should  be  marked  with  the  inspection  legend 
by  the  use  of  brand  and  ink  furnished  by  the  Bureau.  The  statement  showing  the 
presence  of  cereal  or  preservative  should  also  be  branded  with  Bureau  ink  on  such 
casings  in  connection  with  the  inspection  legend;  such  brand  should  first  be  approved 
by  the  Bureau.  Sausage  so  marked  is  not  required  to  be  placed  in  cartons  or  similar 
containers. 

All  other  sausage  containing  cereal  or  benzoate  of  soda,  including  sausage  for  local 
trade,  which  is  not  marked  as  above  specified,  shall  be  placed  in  containers  such  as 
cartons,  boxes,  or  crates,  or  be  suitably  wrapped  and  tied,  and  each  true  container 
shall  be  properly  marked  in  accordance  with  the  regulations. 

Marrow  Sour. 

[File  No.  572.] 

Referring  to  item  in  Service  Announcements  of  October  15,  1908,  page  102,  sour 
marrow  may  be  removed  by  burning,  but  the  process  of  blowing  such  marrow  shall 
not  be  permitted  until  further  orders.  The  question  of  contaminating  meat  by  this 
process  is  being  investigated. 

Mutton  Fat  not  to  be  Used  in  Preparing  Oleo  Oil. 

[File  No.  29.] 

It  is  not  permissible  to  use  mutton  fat  in  the  preparation  of  oleo  oil  at  establishments 
where  Federal  inspection  is  maintained. 

Return  of  Fat  to  Official  Establishments. 

;[File  No.  103.] 

Referring  to  circular  letter  ZY-358  of  July  19,  1909,  unmarked  fat  from  hog  car- 
casses is  not  eligible  for  return  to  official  establishments. 

Care  of  Brands  Bearing  Inspection  Legend. 

[File  No.  52.] 

Close  supervision  must  be  given  to  care  and  custody  of  all  brands  bearing  the  inspec- 
tion legend.  At  the  close  of  each  day's  operation  the  brands,  rubber  or  brass,  must  be 
turned  over  to  a  Bureau  employee  charged  with  their  keeping.  Failure  of  such 
employee  to  perform  his  duties  properly  must  receive  the  prompt  attention  of  the 
inspector  in  charge,  and  if  satisfactory  results  are  not  obtained  the  matter  should  be 
referred  to  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau.  When  brands  become  worn-out  or  otherwise 
unfit  for  use  they  should  be  returned  to  the  Washington  office.  A  monthly  inventory 
of  brands  shall  be  taken  and  forwarded  to  this  office. 
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Permission  Required  for  Use  of  Inspection  Legend. 

[File  No.  544.] 

The  inspection  legend  shall  not  be  printed  nor  shall  any  device  whatsoever  be  used 
for  showing  such  legend  until  permission  is  first  obtained  from  the  Washington  office. 

Samples  for  Laboratory  Inspection. 

[File  No.  75.] 

Labeling  of  samples. — It  is  necessary  for  all  samples  of  meats  and  meat  food  prod- 
ucts submitted  for  laboratory  inspection  to  be  carefully  and  correctly  labeled. 
Frequently  samples  of  sausage  are  forwarded  to  laboratories  for  examination  with  no 
statement  whatever  concerning  the  use  of  cereal  in  their  manufacture.  The  assump- 
tion on  the  part  of  the  laboratory  is  that  the  sausage  is  prepared  without  cereal,  and 
yet  upon  investigation  it  is  often  found  that  cereal  is  used  and  that  this  is  known  to 
the  inspectors  in  charge  of  the  work.  This  causes  needless  labor.  Inspectors  in 
charge  must  see  that  sample  collectors  label  all  samples  correctly  and  that  where 
cereal  is  used  this  is  noted  on  the  sample  slip  used  in  transmitting  the  product  to 
the  laboratory. 

Shipment  of  perishable  samples. — When  perishable  samples  are  sent  to  the  labora- 
tories for  examination  the  time  of  shipment  should  be  so  arranged  that  they  will  reach 
the  laboratory  during  the  fore  part  of  the  week.  This  is  necessary  to  avoid  delay  in 
delivery  and  the  resulting  putrefaction  which  may  occur  if  the  shipment  arrives  on 
Saturday  or  Sunday. 

Address  of  samples  sent  to  Washington. — All  express  shipments  of  samples  sent  to 
Washington  for  laboratory  inspection  should  be  addressed  "Chief  Bureau  of  Animal 
Industry,  Department  of  Agriculture,  Washington,  D.  C,  Biochemic  Division," 
and  in  the  upper  left-hand  corner  the  name  and  address  of  the  inspector  making  the 
shipment  should  be  given.  When  samples  are  sent  by  mail  the  words  "Biochemic 
Division"  should  be  placed  in  the  lower  left-hand  corner  of  the  frank  near  the  words 
"Bureau  of  Animal  Industry,"  and  in  the  upper  left-hand  corner  should  be  placed 
the  name  of  the  station  from  which  shipment  is  made. 

The  foregoing  instructions  do  not  relate  to  pathological  specimens,  instructions  for 
the  forwarding  of  which  may  be  found  in  Service  Announcements  for  May,  1907, 
page  24,  also  in  the  Twenty-third  Annual  Report  of  the  Bureau,  page  197,  and  in 
Bureau  Circular  123.  Pathological  specimens  sent  to  Washington  should  be  marked 
for  the  Pathological  Division. 

Inspection  of  Meats  for  the  Navy. 

[File  No.  192.] 

Inspectors  in  charge  have  been  supplied  with  copies  of  a  memorandum  issued  by 
the  Bureau  of  Supplies  and  Accounts  of  the  Navy  Department  relative  to  annual 
contracts  for  provisions  for  the  fiscal  year  1910.  If  additional  copies  are  necessary, 
application  should  be  made  to  the  Washington  office  of  [the  Bureau  of  Animal 
Industry. 

Inspectors  in  charge  will  continue  to  make  inspections  of  meat  and  meat  food 
products  for  the  Navy  whenever  requested,  and  will  forward  reports  of  all  inspec- 
tions made.  Whenever  it  is  recommended  to  the  naval  officer  that  products  be 
rejected  on  account  of  noncompliance  with  the  contract  or  for  any  other  reason, 
the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  should  be  informed  of  all  particulars,  including  the  action 
taken  by  the  naval  officer  as  to  accepting  or  rejecting  the  product. 

A  printed  blank  has  been  prepared  (I.  D.  Form  148)  on  which  to  report  the  inspec- 
tion of  meats,  etc.,  for  the  Navy.  Stations  that  make  such  inspections  and  that  have 
not  already  received  some  of  these  blanks  should  at  once  make  request  for  a  small 
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supply,  say  one  pad.  A  separate  report  should  be  rendered  for  each  inspection. 
On  the  line  headed  "Destination"  should  be  shown  the  name  of  the  ship  or  other 
place  of  delivery  of  the  meats  or  products. 

Destruction  of  Rats  in  Packing  Houses. 

[File  No.  135.] 

The  Bureau  desires  that  energetic  measures  be  taken  to  get  rid  of  the  rats  in  all 
slaughtering  and  packing  establishments  where  its  inspection  is  conducted.  Farmers' 
Bulletin  369,  "How  to  Destroy  Rats,"  is  now  in  press  and  copies  will  soon  be  sent 
to  all  inspectors  in  charge  and  to  proprietors  of  official  establishments.  Extra  copies 
will  be  furnished  on  application.  Inspectors  should  see  that  adequate  steps  are  taken 
for  the  repression  of  rats  at  all  official  establishments.  The  use  of  poisons  or  viruses, 
however,  is  forbidden  except  on  special  permission  from  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau. 


SUBSTANCES  PERMITTED  FOR  OFFICIAL  DIPPING  OF  SHEEP. 

[File  No.  149.] 

The  use  of  the  following-named  substances  is  permitted  by  the  Department  in  the 
official  dipping  of  sheep  for  scabies: 

"Black  Hawk  Dip,"  a  coal-tar  creosote  dip,  manufactured  for  the  Waterloo  Chemical 
Works,  Waterloo,  Iowa.  Dilution  permitted,  1  gallon  to  not  more  than  71  gallons 
of  water. 

"Eureka  Dip  and  Disinfectant  No.  1,"  a  coal-tar  creosote  dip,  manufactured  for  the 
Shrader  Drug  Company,  Iowa  City,  Iowa.  Dilution  permitted,  1  gallon  to  not  more 
than  69  gallons  of  water.  This  dip  should  not  be  confused  with  "Eureka  Stock  Dip" 
or  "Eureka  Dip  and  Disinfectant,"  the  use  of  which  was  authorized  in  Service  An- 
nouncements of  July  15  and  August  15,  1908  (pages  73  and  81),  and  for  which  dilu- 
tions are  permitted  in  the  proportion  of  1  gallon  to  70  and  50  gallons,  respectively . 

Inspectors  will  not  permit  the  use  in  official  dipping  of  packages  of  these  dips  which 
are  not  labeled  in  accordance  with  the  above  specifications,  nor  will  they  permit  the 
use  in  official  dipping  of  any  proprietary  dip  which  does  not  bear  the  guaranty  required 
of  manufacturers  by  the  regulations,  B.  A.  I.  Order  143  and  amendments  thereto,  or 
which  in  any  manner  violates  the  provisions  of  said  regulations  or  amendments. 


PERMISSION  FOR  USE  OF  DIPS  WITHDRAWN. 

[File  No.  149.] 

Permission  for  the  use  of  the  following-named  substances  in  the  official  dipping  of 
sheep  and  cattle  for  scabies  has  been  withdrawn,  and  Bureau  employees  will  not 
permit  the  use  of  either  product  in  official  dipping: 

"Snow's  Concentrated  Lime  and  Sulphur  Solution"  manufactured  by  the  Agricul- 
tural Remedy  Company,  Topeka,  Kans. 

"American  Antiseptic  Company  Lime  and  Suljihur  Dip"  manufactured  by  the 
American  Antiseptic  Company,  Denver,  Colo. 


COPIES  OF  ORDER  143  DESIRED.

As  the  Bureau's  supply  of  Order  143  is  running  low,  it  is  desired  that  all  stations 
having  on  hand  an  extra  supply  return  to  the  Washington  office  as  many  copies  as  can 
be  spared. 
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OUTSIDE  PRACTICE  BY  VETERINARY   INSPECTORS    NOT    PERMITTED. 

[File  J.] 

In  circular  letters  issued  in  the  past  the  Bureau  has  indicated  that  it  did  not  approve 
of  veterinary  inspectors  in  its  employ  conducting  veterinary  or  medical  practice  out- 
side of  official  hours,  although  they  have  not  been  prohibited  absolutely  from  respond- 
ing to  an  occasional  call  from  a  personal  friend,  performing  minor  operations  occa- 
sionally, examining  horses  for  soundness,  etc.,  provided  they  did  no  advertising, 
exhibited  no  professional  signs,  nor  in  any  other  way  solicited  practice.  On  account 
of  numerous  complaints  received,  however,  from  veterinarians  not  in  the  Federal 
service  and  who  have  no  means  of  support  outside  their  veterinary  practice,  the 
Bureau  now  finds  it  necessary  to  direct  that  all  veterinary  or  medical  practice  of  any 
nature  whatever  be  discontinued  entirely  by  all  veterinary  inspectors  in  the  Bureau. 
This  notice  revokes  all  previous  circular  letters  or  individual  letters  on  this  subject 
to  the  contrary.  Inspectors  in  charge  will  report  promptly  any  information  received 
by  them  to  the  effect  that  any  veterinary  inspector  in  the  Bureau  service  is  disre- 
garding this  notice.
